Although crude oil production in 
Alberta has fallen off 15 percent in 
the last year, the industry still 
has a monthly revenue in excess 
of one million dollars, it is reveal¬ 
ed by the August report of the 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Con¬ 
servation Board. Production in 
August was 542,607 barrels com¬ 
pared with 641,036 barrels in the 
previous August, and values, of 
sales was $1,091,505 compared 
with $1,031,492. The price was in¬ 
creased on Jan. 1 last, accounting 
for the greater returns from smal¬ 
ler production. 

Including sales of natural gaso¬ 
line, the industry received $37,418- 
daily during August from oil pro¬ 
duction. 

More From Valley 

Almost all of this came from 
Turner Valley. For the last two 
or three years the industry has 
been spending about $1,000,(too a 
month on exploration outside of 
Turner Valley. 

For the second successive month 
Taber was the leading producer 
outside of Turner Valley. It yield¬ 
ed 18,339 barrels to 17,559 for Con¬ 
rad, 14,172 for Vermilion, 6,541 for 
Princess, 5,926 for Lloydminster 
and 1,233 for Wainwright. 

Lloydminster production figure 
is from the Alberta side of the 
border. In the same month the 
Saskatchewan side gave up 7,370 
barrels. In September, according 
to other computations, thp Alberta 
side produced 9,717 barrels and the 
Saskatchewan side 21,150 barrels.

Goes to Britain 


An Ontario factory in Colling- 
wood, the Globe Plywood Products 
has contracted to sell furniture to 
the British market. This furnituie 
is oT the knockdown type and is an 
innovation for Canadian manufac¬ 
turer. The company has signed up 
for 15,000 three-piece bedrooms, 
and the total orders may run to 
150.0(H) suites in bedroom, living 
room and din ng room furniture. 
These are for bombed out homes. 
The parts are being shipped un¬ 
finished and without mirrors. They 
are assembled and completed in 
Britain. A bedroom suite of van¬ 
ity, chest of drawers and ward rob" 
(on bed) costs about 50 pounds a 
suite when completed. 

• The furniture is made chiefly 
of risin-bonded plywood, with” nard 
wood drawer sides and sujjports 
The plywood is used because of 
lightweight strength, resistance to 
moisture, ease of processing, etc. 
Birch, maple and poplar from 
Muskoka are most commonly used, 
ar.d spruce-birch veneer is got p. 
Quebec and Ontario. It is specially 
prepared to prevent warping in the 
damp British climate.—Financial 
Post.
